TOKYO (AP) - T housands oi 
scream ing left-wing ers clam ped a 
four-hour transport shutdown on 
Jap an W ednesday in the prelude 
to nationwide strikes and m ass 
dem onstrations. The aim w as to 
prev ent the new U .S.-Japanese se­ 
curity treaty from taking effect.

Red-ting ed Sohyo Labor F edera­ 
tion and the radical Zeng akuren 
Student Federation took control of 
all m ajor railroad stations in Tok­ 
yo and other m ajor cities during 
the nig ht. 
After brief fig hts with railroad 
g uards, they occupied 16 Tokyo 
sig nal stations, blocked station en­ 
trances and sang the Com m unist 
Internationale under 
a sea of Red 
banners.

TOKYO LAP) — Thousands of 
screaming left-wingers clamped a| 
four-hour transport shutdown on 
Japan Wednesday in the prelude 
to nationwide strikes and mass 
demonstrations. The aim was to! 
prevent the new U.S.-Japanese se­ 
curity treaty from taking effect. 
Massed formations from the 
Red-tinged Sohyo Labor Federa­ 
tion and the radical Zengakuren 
Student Federation took control of 
all major railroad stations in Tok­

After brief fights with railroad 
guards, they occupied 16 Tokyo 
signal stations, blocked station en­ 
trances and sang the Communist 
Internationale under a sea of Red 
banners. 


At Least Two Injured

and other leftists desiring to neu­ 
tralize Japan in the East-West 
struggle. 
Rishi was reported Tuesday to 
have told Secretary-General Sho- 
jiro Kawashima of his ruling Lib­ 
eral-Democratic party that he will 
announce his intention to resign as 
soon as the treaty goes into force.

Question Of

A hospital u nion’s annou nced intention to 
strike some or all of ten volu ntary, non-profit 
New York City hospitals on or after midnight 
Thu rsday, again poses the problem of how to 
(leal with labor dispu tes in critical indu stries. 
The principal issu es—u nion recognition and col­ 
lective bargaining rights — are the same ones 
that provoked a disorderly and u nsu ccessfu l 46- 
day strike against seven of New York’s hospitals 
a year ago. 
Althou gh certain to cau se inconvenience, a 
strike is not likely to imperil immediately the 
pu blic safety. New York City has 72 other volu n­ 
tary hospitals, plu s city-ru n institu tions. Du ring 
the 1959 strike the seven affected hospitals w« re 
able to keep in operation throu gh u se of volu n­ 
teer help. 
Mu ch of the pu blic apparently agrees with 
economist Su mner H. Slichter’s view that hos­ 
pitals are in a category where the need for 
continu ou s service is more important than the 
freedom of employers and u nions to fight each 
other throu gh strikes and lockou ts. This prin­ 
ciple has recognition in a New York law that 
exempts hospital tru stees from having to discu ss 
collective bargaining recognition, in this 
ase 
with Local 1199 of the Dru g and Hospital Em­ 
ployes Union. 
Still, the u nion has won considerable sym­ 
pathy for its position by giving ample warning 
of its strike intentions and by offering to inclu de 
a perpetu al never-strike clau se in any signed 
agreement, thereby — according to the u nion — 
“removing the possibility of a strike for all time.” 
The pu blic also is aware that the lower-ru ng 
hospital workers generally are very poorly paid. 
Balancing the need for performance of 
esxsential pu blic services against the right of 
employes to exercise collective action is a deli­ 
cate task. If the parties to the dispu te fail to 
resolve the present issu es. Mayor Robert Wag­ 
ner is expected to intervene with a board of 
Inqu iry or mediation.

Soviet agents take the law m their own hands when­ 
ever they so desire. It is probable that all agents do 
that. 
For instance. I.sraeli agents kidnappc^d Adolf 
' Eichmann from the Argentine^. The pu zzling Czajer 
case also Ls in point' 
On the evening of November 29. 1%9, Washington’s 
Me:r(i}x>lilan Police Department was informed by 
Pi.lish Embassy and State Department officials that 
it had been reported by Antom Czajer that sometime 
du ring the day while he was ou t with his two children, 
his wife was bru tally attacked by three men who had 
forced their way into the Czajer apartment in an 
annou nced qu est for photographs and docu ments. Zofia 
Cza.jer, the assau lted woman, is the wife of Antoni 
Czajer. Second Secretary of the Polish Embassy in 
Washington. The police were u naWe to qu estion Mrs. 
Czajer immediately hecau .se of her hysterical condu ion 
and the interference of the Poli.sh Embassy officials 
who insisted on their right of extraterritoriality. 


Beca use o f diplo ma tic Interference, the po lice 
were fo rced to wa it 19 da y s befo re being permitted 
by the Po lish Emba ssy to interv iew Mrs. Cza jer 
a ltho ug h she wa s fully ca pa ble o f a nswering ques­ 
tio ns. The interv iew o n December 18. 19 59 , la sted 
o nly o ne ho ur a s Mrs. Cza jer beca me upset when 
questio ned o n crucia l po ints. The interv iew a nd 
subsequent po lice inv estig a tio n rev ea led sev era l 
fa cto rs which rema in unex pla ined. Mrs. Cza jer 
sta ted she first beca me a wa re o f the presence 
o f the Intruders when she wa s sha ken a wa ke by 
o ne o f them. Yet the a pa rtment do o r wa s a lwa y s 
kept hea v ily lo cked a nd there wa s no ev idence o f 
fc» N;ed entry . 


Police conclu ded that entry had been achieved by 
Invitation or by a du plicate key. Yet even three weeks 
irfter the incideTYt, no requ e.st had been made to change 
the door lock, indicating a lack of fear that a du plicate 
key was available. The assu mption mu .st be that Mrs. 
Czajer knew who her intru der was, bu t no one can 
u nderstand why the police were called in at all. 
Police were requ ired to wait several days before 
being permitted to process the apartment for finger­ 
prints. and then only fingerprints of the Czajer family 
were located. This, despite the fact that one of the 
three alleged intru ders was u ngloved, as proven by a 
minu te description of a ring he wore. 
It also seemed odd to police that Mrs. Czajer was 
able to give a detailed description of only one man 
and had the vagu est recollection of the remaining two. 
Mrs. Czajer recalled to police how she was able to 
prevent the three men from taking one article they 
had located b>' wresting it from their gra.sp 
It is not u nderstandable how Mrs. Czajer cou ld 
describe anything if she was in The semi-consciou s, 
condition which her hu sband described. The assu mp­ 
tion regarding this is that the whole m atter was of 
some political or espionage significance, particu larly 
a.*; mu ch attention was paid to it in Poland

the .Ministry of Foreign Affairs treated it as an assau lt

For instance, there is the ca.se of a United States 
citizen on official bu siness in an Iron Cu rtain cou ntry 
who was compromised by a combination of Commu nist- 
provided maid service and an infra-red camera which 
takes pictu res in the dark. When Commu nist officials 
attempted to blackmail him into espionage, he refu sed 
to cooperate and told his su periors what had happened. 
It w'as necessary to transfer him to another post. 
The infra-red camera is u sed constantly in this 
work. It takes pictu res in the dark withou t exposing 
itself. 
It can be hidden and worked from another 
room. It is u sed particu larly to get the goods on a 
man who engages in any form of sex rdations and 
who then can be freely blackmailed either by making 
his indecencies known to his family or to his govern­ 
ment. Often frightened men become spies.

How mu ch (iid God pu t on de­ 
posit for man? . . . 
No one knows. I asked in Wash­ 
ington and I asked at the United 
Nations and no one knows how 
mu ch copper, how mu ch oil, coal, 
u raniu m, iron. No one knows how 
mu ch topsoil. 
Originally, when this ball of 
mu d was fashioned, a lot of re­ 
sou rces were pu t in it. We have 
tapped them u nmercifu lly, and 
no one knows how mu ch more 
can he withdrawn withou t tapping 
ou t. 
The ball we call the earth is 
abou t 25.000 miles rou nd. It Is 
one of nine planets in a grou p. 
They spin arou nd a su n, which 
fu rnishes light and heat 
Other 
su ns, farther 
away, 
give 
ten 
thou sand times the light of ou rs. 
Some are so big that one mil­ 
lion of ou r su ns wou ld be lost 
inside one of them. 
Most astronomers are in agree­ 
ment that the u niverse ls shaped 
like a big dinner dish. Ou r su n 
and planets form a chip near one 
edge. To give you an idea of 
size, let me tell you that, in 1901, 
ou r scientists watched a star ex­ 
plode in the constellation Per­ 
seu s, 
The 
explosion 
occu rred 
arou nd the year 1600. 
Ou r earth, in the u niverse, is 
smaller than a spec of du st. Still, 
the people on it draw hou ndar- 
ie.s and threaten each other as 
thou gh posses.sion of all of it was 
important. Three qu arters of the 
earth is water, tHiLs leaves '23 
per cent. Of that, half is within 
the Arctic and Antarctic circles 
or 
I.s 
mou ntainou s 
or 
sandy 
desert. 
That leave.s 12*2 per cent. Of 
that. 6,.300,000,0(X) people will soon 
have to live on some of it, and 
that leaves less than 10 percent 
on which to grow food. This, in 
rou nd figu res, comes to abou t 16 
billion acres. It sou nds like a lot, 
bu t scientists figu re that two and 
a half acres are requ ired to keep 
one person fed and clothed. In 
the year 2iXK), the people will 
need 15.750.000.000 acres, if all 
are u nder cu ltivation. Some of 
this, sadly enou gh, will be cities 
and parks, airports and forest — 
so we can’t farm all of it. 
.y 
The total cannot be made great­ 
er becau se all living plants are 
nou rished by the top seven inches 
of the earth wbieh we call top- 
soil. All the corn and oats and 
wheat and spinach -- even the 
grass for feeding cattle, comes 
off the top seven inches. 
It re­ 


qu ires between 300 years and 
1,000 years to grow a cu bic inch 
of new topsoil. 
In Greece, only two percent of 
the land has any topsoil, Greece 
imports food. Tu rkey once had 
great forests. The land was strip­ 
ped; the rain tore the topsoil 
loo.se and now Tarsu s, which was 
once a seaport, lies 10 miles be­ 
hind all the silt. 
In the United States 30 years 
ago, a billion tons of topsoil blew 
ou t to .sea each year becau se the 
farmers robbed the land of its 
nou rishment. 
That 
has 
been 
stopped and the U. S. has 460,- 
000,000 acres of good cropland 
left. American farmers are mu ch 
more carefu l of the land today 
Shou ld the cou rse of inflation 
proceed on a scale equ al to its 
progression .since price controls 
were lifted, there will be a mini­ 
mu m wage law of $3 an hou r in 
the year 2000. This is what a 
grocery clerk or an office boy 
will get. A tru ck driver may earn 
$9 an hou r u nder u nion scale, 
hu t he will pay $2.80 a pou nd for 
the cheapest rou ndsteak and milk 
will be 82 cents a qu art. 
There will be 126,000,000 people 
ready to fill 110,000,000 jobs, so 
that 16,000,IK) on u nemployment 
in.su rance is what we can ex­ 
pect in prosperou .s times. It is 
debatable whether the nation will 
have a 4-day work week, bu t it 
IS probable. FNen so, pu rchasing 
power will he no greater than it 
IS now. 
A loaf of bread will cost 70 
cents. A small apartment will 
rent for $240 a month. Workmen’s 
shoes will cast $.32 a pair. A 
sandwich, a piece of pie and a 
cu p of coffee in a beanery will 
come to $2.40. 
The sky will have dozens of 
.space stations. They will aver­ 
age 120 feet in diameter and look 
like big cycle wheels. Each will 
carry 50 men who will live in the 
rim for 90 days.

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A hospital union's announced intention to 
strike some or all of ten voluntary, non-profit 
New York City hospitals on or after midnight 
Thursday, again poses the problem of how to 
flea! with labor disputes in critical industries. 
T he principal issues— union recognition and col* 
lcctive bargaining rights — are the same ones 
that provoked a disorderly and unsuccessful 46- 
day strike against seven of New York’s hospitals 
a year ago. 


Although certain to cause inconvenience, a 
strike is not likely to imperil immediately the 
public safety. New York City has 72 other volun­ 
tary hospitals, plus city-run institutions. During 
the 1959 strike the seven affected hospitals vv^re 
able to keep in operation through use of volun­ 
teer help. 


Much of the public apparently agrees with 
economist Sumner H. S ig h ters view that hos­ 
pitals are in a category where the need for 
continuous service is more important than the 
freedom of employers and unions to fight each 
other through strikes and lockouts. This prin­ 
ciple has recognition in a New York law that 
exempts hospital trustees from having to discuss 
collective bargaining recognition, in this 
ase 
with Local 1199 of the Drug and Hospital Em­ 
ployes Union. 
Still, the union has won considerable sym­ 
pathy for its position by giving ample warning 
of its strike intentions and by offering to include 
a perpetual never-strike clause in any signed 
agreement, thereby — according to the union — 
“removing the possibility of a strike for all time.” 
The public also is aware that the lower-rung 
hospital workers generally are very poorly paid. 
Balancing the need 
for performance of 
essential public services against the right of 
employes to exercise collective action is a deli­ 
cate task, lf the parties to the dispute fail to 
resolve the present issues. Mayor Robert Wag­ 
ner is expected to intervene with a board of 
inquiry or mediation.

Soviet agents take the law in their own hands when­ 
ever they so desire.

The puzzling Czajer 
case also is in point : 
* 
On the evening of November 29 1959. Washington's 
M eropolitan 
Police 
Department was informed by 
Polish Embassy and State Department officials that 
it had been reported by Antoni Czajer that sometime 
during the day while he was out with his two children, 
his wife was brutally attacked by three men who had 
forced their way into the Czajer apartm ent in an 
announced quest for photographs and documents. Zofia 
Czajer. the assaulted woman, is the wile of Antoni 
Czajer. Second Secretary of the Polish Embassy in 
Washington. The police were unable to question Mrs. 
Czajer immediately because of her hysterical condition 
and the interference of the Polish Embassy officials 
who insisted on their right of extraterritoriality. 


Because of diplomatic interference, the police 
were forced to w ait 19 days before being permitted 
by the Polish Embassy to interview Mrs. Czajer 
although she was fully capable of answering ques­ 
tions. The interview on December 18, 1959, lasted 
only one hour as Mrs. Czajer became upset when 
questioned on crucial points. The interview and 
subsequent police investigation revealed several 
factors which remain unexplained. 
Mrs. Czajer 
stated she first became aware of the presence 
of the intruders when she was shaken awake by 
one of them. Yet the apartment door was always 
kept heavily locked and there was no evidence of 
forced entry. 


Police concluded that entry had been achieved by 
invitation or by a duplicate key 
Yet even three weeks 
af'er the incident, no request had been made to change 
the door lock, indicating a lack of fear that a duplicate 
key was available. The assumption must he that Mrs. 
Czajer knew who her intruder was. hut no one can 
understand why the police were called in at all 
Police were required to wait several days before 
being permitted to process the apartm ent for finger­ 
prints. and then only fingerprints of the Czajer family 
were located. Thus, despite the fact that one of the 
three alleged intruders was ungloved as proven by a 
m inute description of a ring he wore. 
It also seemed odd to police that Mrs. Czajer was 
able to give a detailed description of only one man 
and had the vaguest recollection of the remaining two. 
Mrs. Czajer recalled to police how she was able to 
prevent the three men from taking one article they 
had located by’ wresting it from their grasp 
It is not understandable how Mrs. Czajer could 
describe anything if she was in 'Ihe semi-conscious 
condition which her husband described. The assump­ 
tion regarding this is that the whole m atter was of 
some political or espionage significance, particularly 
as much attention was paid to it in Poland 
There 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs treated it as an assault 
on a Polish woman in Washington, but it did not say 
why it was done 


Such puzzling rase* often lead to the conclusion 
that s o m e inner situation is involved, the intruders 
often looking for documents because they suspect 
a double-cross, double espionage, or counter espion­ 
age. 
Sometimes, particularly In 
the case of a 
woman, an attack is made on a blabbermouth to 
. 
frighten her. 
Of course, not only women 
are 
* 
blabber mouths or are indiscreet. 
Sometimes, men 
do very foolish things. 


For instance, there is the case of a United Stat es 
citizen on official business sn an Iron Curtain country 
who was compromised by a combination of Communist- 
provided maid service and an infra-red cam era which 
takes pictures in the dark 
When Communist officials 
attem pted to blackmail him into espionage, he refused 
to cooperate and told his superiors what had happened. 
It was necessary to transfer him to another post. 
The infra-red cam era is used constantly in this 
work. It takes pictures in the dark without exposing 
itself 
It can be hidden and worked from another 
room 
It is used particularly to get the goods on a 
m an who engages in any form of sex relations and 
who then can be freely blackmailed either by making 
his indecencies known to his family or to his govern­ 
ment. Often frightened men become spies.

WASHINGTON — National pas­ 
sions are inflamed both in Ar­ 
gentina and Israel over the kid­ 
napping of Nazi crim inal Adolf 
Eichm ann which is being debated 
today in the U N. Security Coun­ 
cil. Argentine diplomats who now 
dem and Eichmann s return, how­ 
ever, might take a look at some 
other

One case which aroused the Ar­ 
gentines just three years ago was 
when the No. I storm trooper of 
the Peron regime.

WASHINGTON—Memories are 
short, so it is important to go 
back a couple of years and re ­ 
trace the steps by which the 
American 
people 
were 
misled 
into the belief that “ sum m it” 
conferences 
would 
solve

troubles with the Communist re­ 
gime in Moscow. 
The files of the newspapers will 
show that President Eisenhower 
again and again balked at “per­ 
sonal diplomacy” and the “sum ­ 
m it” idea. 
He repeatedly said 
he saw no possible good accruing 
fr.m this unless agreem ents on 
fundamental issues were reached 
in advance through normal, dip­ 
lomatic channels. 
But many of the spokesmen for

Again and again. Ad- 
lc 
Stevenson and Senator Ful* 
bright of Arkansas, the Democra­ 
tic chairm an of the Senate F o r­ 
eign 
Relations 
Committee,

prodding Mr. Eisenhower 
Senator Fulbright on January 
50 
1959, criticized the adm inis­ 
tration for appearing unwilling to 
negotiate the issues dividing E ast 
and West. 
He declared that the 
United States should also be will­ 
ing “to explore the possibilities 
of arriving at some understand­ 
ing” with Red China that m ight 
lead to its recognition. 
He indi­
